Paris, Nov. 199.—Gen. Seliverskoff, a Rus- 
siam agent in France, died to-day from the 
effects of a bullet wound in his head, inflicted 
ina menner which is at present a mystéry. 
Conflicting reports are current as to how he 
Was shot. One report says that a strangér 
called Bos Bim yéstérday at bis résidence at 
the Hote! Bade, and that half an hour after 
his visitor had departed Gen. Seliverskoff was 
found by his valet lying unconscious In his 
room, shotinthe head. Other reports state 
that the General récéefyved no visitors. No 
weapon Was-found and thé furniture in the 
room was not disarranged. The police at- 
tach some suspicion to the valet and be is 
carefully watched. 

AN ASSASSINATION. 

The judicial authorities are conducting an 
inquiry at the Hotel Bade into Gen. Seliver- 
ekoff’s death and taving examined a number 
of thé servants, the police have become con- 
vinced thatthe valet bad nothing to do with 
thd sifdoting Of his master and they have 
therefore withdrawn their watch on him. The 
valet was mock attached to the General. The 
evidence clearly points to an assassination. 
A olué has beén obtained which will probably 
lead to the detection of the murderer. Afew 
dajs igo M. M. Bernoff, the owner? of the 
Fraboé-Rugsian fooms on Rue’ Royal, en- 
gaged as anemployea Russsian Pole named 
Podiésky. He was entrusted by his émployore 
with an favitation to a ball Which he was to 
deliver to Gen. Seliverskoff. This enabled 
him to ebtaifi atce#s to the General's room. 
Podiesky has absconded.

She 
says that mény Arménian women are slaves 
in the harems of the Turks. 


Lord Salisbury’s Change. 


Lonporw, Nov. 19.—Lord Salisbury’s sur- 
prising change from an extremity like a very 
pacific attitude toward Portugal, about three 
weeks ago, is now believed to be prompted 
by imformation conveyed to the Premier that 
Portugal owed the Barings nearly £1, 000,000, 
the loss erdenial of which to that house, 
through hostilities between England and 
Portugal, would have precipitated the col 
lapse of that great house. 


Student Demorstration in Madrid. 


MADRID, Nov. 19.—To-day was the anniver- 
sary of the riot which occurred in 188. The 
students at the university refused to enter the 
building. They formed in proces- 
sion and marched to the office 
of the Minister of Justice, where 
they made a hostile demonstration. They 
then marched through the streeta singing and 
shouting. The police dréw their swords and 
attenrpted te check thé progress of the mob, 
but they were speedily disarmed. The 
students afterwardé gradually dispersed. 


Conference on Iridh Matters. 


ROME, Nov. 19.—It ts stated that Cardinal 
Rampolia, the Papal Secretary of State, has 
requested the Irish Catholic Bishops to come 
to Rome on Jan. 15, foran important con- 
ference on Irish matters. It is not known 
whether or hot the Parnell scandal and its 
bearings on Irish politics will be one of the 
subjects discussed or not.

Four 
years ago it océased to be Used asa convict 
establishment, and it has since been used as 
a place of temporary commitment. It is now 
vacant altogether. Roupell, the forger, the 
Tichbdorne clafmant and other noted criminals 
have beén mmates of Mill Bank. 


Lady Roseberry Dead. 


LONDON, Nov. 19.—Lady Roseberry, wife of 
Lord Rosebérry, the well-Known Liberal 
statesman, died at 6 o’clock this morning. 
La@y Roseberry bad béén ill for sometime. 
She was the only daughter of the late Baron 
Meyer De Rotbschiid and was married to Lord 
Roseberry March 20, 1878. 


Spain’s Pretectienist Pelicy. 


Mapnrip, Nov. 19.—The masked protection- 
ist policy of the Spanish Government is caus- 
ing much uneasiness among Spanish manu- 
facturers and property-owners, the duties on 
fmportéd coal being made double the former 
rates, and the export duties of iron and cop- 
per being largely increased.

THE NFXT CONFFDERATE RFUNION TO BE 
AELD IN WASHINGTON PARK. 


A Sharp Serfimmage Getween the Pickéts 
From Kansas City and Warrensbarg at 
the Meeting To-Day—Commaoanications 
and Offers of Grants te the Cenfederate 
Home Received From a Number of In- 
land Tewns That Want It. 


The annual meeting of the Council of Ad- 
ministration of the ex-Confederate Associa- 
tion of Missouri! wae held this morning in the 
headquarters, 1600 Lueas place. It proved to 
be an intéresting and somewhat exciting mect- 
ing. About forty members of the association 
were present and the fourteen Congressional 
districts of the State were represented except 
the first, Mr. Tnomas H. Bacon of Hannibal 
being absent. The council is made up of the 
same officers and Executive Committee that 
govern the State body. of which James 
Bannerman is President, Harvey W. Salmon 
of Clinton, Vice-President, and W. B. Bar- 
low, Secretary. Mr. Bannermen presided, 
and after calling the meeting to order stated 
thatthe object of the session was to select 
a plan for a State encampment of the ex-Con- 
federates of Missouri next year.

Stonestreet, some of the réepresentat ve men 
of that city, and they meant business. The 
place of meeting having been selected, it was 
decided to meet Aug. 19 and 20, 1891.

MISS GLADYS PRICE, AN ORGANIST, SHOT 
BY A CRANK. 


The Tragedy at the Mariners’ Church in 
New York City—John T. Davis, the 
Young Lady's Assailant, Made Prisonér 
After a Desperate Struggle— Arraigned 
in the Tombs Police Court Te-Day. 


New York, Nov. 19.—A small, sandy-beard- 
ed nian of middlé agé satona bench in the 
basement of the Mariners’ Church at Cather. 
ine and Madison streets last evening, and 
giared’ at the pretty young organist, Miss 
Gladys Price, from the beginning to the end 
of the service, which the Rev. Samuel Boult 
conducted. The man bad attended the base- 
ment méetings frequently béfore, and had 
invariably devoted most of his time watching 
Miss Price, He wasknownto the pastor as 
John T. Davis, a book-keeper of erratic 
tempérament anda fondnéss for sed-faring 
life. He kad been an assistant pursér 
on steamships of the Nation- 
al Line. Mie Pricé had never 
spoken to him orheto her. The clergyman 
had dismissed bis littie congregation and had 
started for his study. Miss Price was among 
the last to leave thé basement, and Davis was 
among the first. The sill of the basement 
door is only a step from the sidewalk of Cath- 
érine street. Her feet had hardly touched 
arating before the door when a pistol shot 
fired close by her. She felt astinging pain in 
her back, ana turning, confronted Davis, who 
bad a revolver in his hand. She screamed and. 
fan into thé basément: He ran after her. 
Jobn Harty, a muscular young fellow of No, 
87 Monroe streeét, happeied to pass the base- 
ment door just as Davis fired, He tollowed 
Davis and hit him a stunting bloW on the head 
just as Davis was about te fire again. Harty 
grabbed the revolver when he hit Davis and 
the hammer cathe down On the fore fingét of 
his feft hand, tearing off a part of the mail. 
Davis and Harty rolied on the floor of the 
‘meeting room together. Several other young 
fellows jumped on Davis and gave him a good

Latest Advices From Mandan 
State the Excitement Is 
Subsiding. 


Many of the Reports Sent Out Regarding 
the Threatened Oatbreak Eatirely With- 
eut Foundation—The Winter Supplies 
for the Sioux Ready fer Distributicn— 
Gen. Miles’ Telegram te Gen. Schofield 
—Refugees at Mandae—Treeps Dis- 
patched to the Pine Kidge and Rosebud 
Agenucics—Miles eon the Outloek. 


BISMARCK, N.D., Nov. 19.—A map who bas 
just arrived from Mandan, says the Indian 
scare hassubsided. The expected massacre 
of the people of that place by a band armed 
te the teeth and bent upon exterminating 
every white man in the vicinity, did not take 
place. While the excitement there for a few 
bourses was grest and genuine, level-headed 
people here compared it to the Messiah craze, 
which affects many of the Sioux. Gov. Miller 
participated in the panic by ordering the 
A@jutant General to ‘Bismarck and making 
preparations to issue arms and ammunition 
and call out the National Guard. 
The desertion of his post of 
duty by an agent of the United 
States Department ofthe Interior at the Pine 
Ridge Agency, coupled with the fact that 
there is considerable excitement among cer- 
tain Indians atallwfthe agencies, has been 
the main cause of the excitement and talk 
aboutan Indian uprising being imminent. 
The agent in question was sentto Pine Ridge 
agency aboutsix months ago. With mo ex- 
perience in dealing with Indians the agent 
was entirely unequalto handling the refrac- 
tory bucks who were craged with the religious 
fever. Previous to his departurehe wrete 
letters to some ofthe army officers calling at- 
tention tothe impending danger of an out- 
break, citing imcidents where Indians 
had resisted arrest and openly threatened 
the agent and advising the Govern- 
ment as to the best mode of proceed- 


ure in assembling an army of soldiers on the 
ground at once to quell the impending strife. 
The action of this agent in deserting his post 
after writing the communication had much to 
do withthe spread of alarm among the white 
settiers. The reports sent out from here that 
people are leaving their homes and thata 
general uprising of Indians is imminent are 
without foundation. While many of the rich 
cattliomen would like to have additional 
troops stationed to many portions of Montana 
where there are none, in order that their 
cattle might be insured from molestation by 
the Indians, the necessity of the hour does 
not warrant it. 


Winter Supplies for the Sieux. 


CHAMBERLAIN, &. D., Nov. 19.—The winter 
supply of clothing and annuity goods is being 
delivered at the Sioux agencies. It has been 
the custom of the Indians to sell theirclothing 
for little or nothing as soon as received, leav- 

& them thiniyv clad during the cold weather. 
All efforts to stop the practice have been thas 
farunavalliing and the present winter will 
doubtiess prove no exception totbherule. To 
encourage the Indians to work for themselves 
the agents have made contracts with the in- 
dustrious ones to deliverthe supplies at the 
agencies from the railroads, paying them a 
good price. 


Refugees at Mandan. 


MaNDAN, N..D., Nov. 19.—The town here is 
crowded with an army of refugees who have 
comein from the surrounding coentry for 
fear of an Indian outbreak. The scare is 


caused by the very unusual and strange con- 
duct of the savage lately, who are very much 
wrought up over their vew religious mania. 

Two hundred guns were seut here by the 
State, and regular patrols of armed citizens 
have been established. Two bundred armed 
Indians are in and about the town, but the 
fear of these is but emall, as a military force 
is ey pected to-day from Fort Lincoln. 

The population hereabout is thoroughly 
aroused, and the Indians are io very serious 
danger if they do not leave the country. Sup- 
plies of arms are being distributed rapidly, 
und the outlook is very far from pleasant. 
Last night the Indians held one of their wiid 
dances, and kept the people awake all night 
with their noise and yelling. The settiers are 
determined to drive them off, anda serious 
outbreak is possibie at any moment. 


Miles on the Imdian Ontloek,. 


{ Omicaeo, fll., Nov. 19.—Gen. Miles depre- 
‘cates the publishing of news regarding the 
movements of the troops in the Department 
of the Platte and their concentration mear the 
Pine Riage Agency. In an interview yester- 
day be said that this information appearing in 
the papere would be carried to the Indians by 
runners within twenty-four hours. He also 
atated that the movements were simply pre- 
cautionary, and that it was not unusual tor 
the Northern Indians to take the warpath in 
winter. 


Hauarrying to the Front, 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., Nov. 19.—Gen. Mizner, 
commanding at Fort Russell, says that the 
idea of the Secretary of War is to mass troops 
inthe Indian country and awe the savages 
into submission. The wagon and mule trains 
of seven companies of the Seventeenth In- 
fantry unger marching orders at Fort Rus 
sell were shipped last night, supposably toa 
Nebraska point south of Pine Kidge Agency, 
The troups wiil follow. 


Troops en the March. 


OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 19.—Four companies of 
infantry were given orders to march this 
morning, and four others were ordered to be 
ready to move at a moment’s notice, These 
and others from Fort NcKinley,Fort Niobrara 
and Fort Robinson will «o straight to the 
Indian disturbances near the Nebraska line.

DEATS IN AN INSTANT. 


A Team Driven by Jules Weger Killed by an 
Electric Wire. 


Again the overhead wire has gotten in its 
work with fatal effect. For the second time 
within the past week a team of horses has 
been shocked to death on the public streets of 
the city. Thus far dumb brutes have aione 
been the victinis of the deadly current, yet 
the lives of thousands of buman beings are 
daily placed in jeoparay. 

Shortly before 5 o’clock this morning Jules 
Weger was driving a team of horses attached 
to a bakery wagon belonging to Willie & 
Boctier, 708 Morgan street, along 8&t. Loois 
avenue. Atthe intersection of Jefferson av- 
enue Officer McCarthy of the Fourth District 
stepped from the sidewalk and called out to 
him to stop, at the same time drawing hie at- 
tention to the end of a wire of the Mound City 
Electric Rallway Oo. which hung almost to 
the ground. 

‘*Oh, I've got no time to stop ror that thing 
this morning,’’ was Weger’s answer, 

But he did have time, and before he realized 
ithe had stopped. The near horse struck the 
wire with itshead and threw it against the 
neck of its companion. With a convulsive 
shadder, both animals dropped dead in 
their tracks. Weger jumped to the street as 

the horses fell and escaped uninjured. He 
says be realized his dangerthe moment the 
horse came in contact with the wire, as the 
electricity penetrated to the wagon aad gave 
him a peculiar numbness. 

As soon as possible Officer McCarthy tele- 
phoned the Mound City power house and had 
the current shutoff. The dead animals and 
the wagon were then removed and the com- 
pany’s linemen repaired the wire. Traffic 
was suspended for aboutan hour. The horses 
were valued at ° 
THE WIRE PROBLEM. 

The city istrying to find asolution for the 
wire troubles but has so many conflicting in- 
terests to reconcile thatitis almost impossi- 
ble to make any progress. 

There is in this city now a corporation with 
a franchise for an electric wire conduit. 
Part of the conduit is bullt but the 
extension of it was abondoned because it was 
evident that for some time no one would use 


it. 

The Bell Teiphone Co. is asking permis- 
sion to put its wires underground on @ con- 
duit of its own, but this is opposed by con- 
duit people generally onthe ground thatthe 
telephone compauy bas no righttoan ex- 
clusive franchise. Oonduilt ordinances 
are pending in the House 
of Delegates, but even if they 
were passed, it would be almost im- 
pessible to compel wire owners to use them 
because of a lack of authority on the part of 
the city. 

State laws would have to be passed in some 
case- and ordinances in others, and then the 
oonduit grant would haveto be settied im a 
way which would bead off trouble. Should the 
city arrange matters so that it could force the 
wires underground the corporation with the 
conduit would have avery good thing, as it 
would be impossible to make each company 
use a separate line of underground service. 

The city officials are working —— at sev- 
eral plans, and hope to bear favorabiy from 
the State Legisiature this winter. 

More or less trouble will certainly be en- 
countered as soon as the bad weather sets in. 
A sieet or a snow storm will bring tbe wires 
together and by their contact cause a good 
deal of serious danger. There is not 
a pole line in the central portion of city that 
is not overloaded with wires to such an extent 
that itis impossible to keep them from com- 
ing in contact with each other whenever any 
unusual disturbance occurs. The sieet bends 
the wires down until they cross, 
and the water forme a very active 
and dangerous conductor. These difficulties 
cannot be entirely avoided under the most 
careful attention when such a mass of croés- 
ing wires has to be carried. It is very 
generally understood by experts on the sub- 
ect that the system now in existence In St. 

uls cannot be arranged so as to entirely 
eradicate the elements of danger. 


Sanchez Committed Saicide. 


CITY OF MErxiIco, Nov. 19.—Advices from 
Honduras say that Gen. Sanchez was not shot 
after capture, but committed suicide when 
pearly captured by Bogran’s forces. 

AN AMERICAN KILLED BY REBELS. 

New ORLEANS, Le., Nov. 19.—Alden H. 
Baker of New Orleans, was killed during the 
Sanchez revolution by the rebels in Honduras. 
The circumstances are not known. He was 
Chief of Police of Honduras until a year ago 
when he returned to America. He went back 
to Honduras when the rebellion breke out to 
assist President Bogran. 


Boller Explosion. 


MARBLEHEAD, Mass., Nov. 10.—The boller 
at the Marblehead Pumping Station, wherea 
reservoir is being buiit, exploded this morn- 
ing, Killing John Duna, the engineer, who 
was hurled a distance of 171 feet, and seriously 
injuring feur other men. One of the 
injured, C. H. Robinson, Superistendent of 


the works, is hurt about the head, back and 
legs, and Timothy Shaunnessy bad a leg 
broken. The mames of the ether two men 
cannot be learned at this time.

CHARLES H. EASTON OF NEW YORK A 
FUGITIVE FROM JUSTICF. 


Forged Paper to the Ameunt of $40,000 
Uttered by Easton—The Name ef John 
B.T. Mayo, His Empleyer, a Tebacco 
Dealer, Freely Used by the Forger— 
Complications Ameng Financial Cerpo- 
ratiens Certain. 


New Yorx, Nov. 19.—Cbaries H. Easton, for 
five years past a trusted employe of the 
wealthy tobacoo house of John H. T. Mayo of 
No. 68 Broad stroet, is a forger and a fugitive 
from justice. Easton was in receipt of a fair 
income, but the allurements of Wall street 
speculation proved too great a temptation for 
him, and when he fied from the city and be- 
came a wanderer and a self-confessed crimi- 
nal, he left victims in New York to whom he 
owed money to the aggregate amount of $0,- 
000. His forgeries were of such a nature and 
have led to such complications among finan- 
cial corporations, that every effort has been 
made te keep the news of his flight and pecu- 
lations from the public. S80 well have 
the interested persons succeeded in 
their endeavors that although the man dis- 
appeared trom thecity on Oot. 8 the news 
of his filaht and forgery did not become 
known until yesterday. Every effort made 
by the detectives to locate the fugitive has 
proved futile. He is supposed to be in 
Canada. An examination of the books of the 
house of John H. T. Mayo show that Easton’s 
crooked work was carried on for quitea long 
time. Five yearsago he was employed by 
Mr. Mayo upon the recommendation of a gen- 
tlemen well known to his employer. Easton 
made no ostentatious display of his good 
qualities, but he readily worked his way into 
the confidence of his employer. He was 
modest in demeanor, correctin his habits of 
life and proved an excellent man for the posi- 
tion for which he was secured. It is not 
known at just what time Easton 
first started upon his career as a forger, 
but i¢ was presumably about a year and a half 
ago. The theery is that he began im the hope 
of realizing a fortune from Wall street specu- 
lation. With this end in view he at first 
helped bimself to small amounts of money 
from Mr. Mayo’s cash account. The sums 
thus obtained he ventured in stock specula- 
tions. The hazard went against him and to 
coneal his peculations he was compelled to 
force his casb balances and eventually to re- 
sort to raising the amount of checks drawn to 
his order by Mr. Mayo 

FOR HIS SALARY, 

As Easton kept on individual bank account 
in an uptown bank it was an easy matter for 
him to deposit his raised checks and at a later 
time to arrange his cash balances to conform 
to those of Mr. Maye’s account. Eastorm con- 
tinned this system until his shortage 
became so iarge that he became un- 
easy as to the ultimate result. 


With the view evidently of retrieving himeeif 
and making his thefte good bya grand coup 
in Wall street speculation, he del iberately re- 
sorted to the forgery of his empioyer’s name 
upon drafts that purported tobe issued by 
out-of-town firms with whom from time to 
time Mr. Mayo had business transactions. 

These forged drafts, with Mr. Mayo’s forged 
acceptances of the same Easton sold through 
one ortwo firms of note brokers. ‘The dratits 
were generally drawn at four months and 
with the proceeds Easton continued to specu- 
late. Upon the dratts becoming due he would 
simply forge and negotiate additional ones 
for te amounts. With the proceeds he 
would meet the maturing forgeries and still 
have a balance left for speculation. This sys- 
tem of forgery worked Very weil for atime and 
would probebly have continued but for the 
stringency of the money market and the difi- 

oulty experienced by all business men in ne- 
gotiating their acceptances.

TWELFTH STREET BRIDGE 


— 


ENGINEER GAYLOR’S REPORT ON THE NEED | 
OF ANEW STRUCTURE, 


The Present Bridge Was Only Intended as a 
Temperary One, and the Many Posts 
Which Support It Are a Source of Danger 
—The Test of a Smoke Consumer Post- 
porned—City Hall News. 


Street Commissioner Murpdy is still at work 
on the Twelfth street brid idea and will, in 
all probability, succeed “in having a new 
bridge built. Atthe request of the Commis- 
sioner the following letter was sent in by 
Bridge Engineer Gaylor: 

At your suggestion I herewith state 
briefly the reasons for a new bridge on 
Twelfth street across the railroad tracks, as 
follows: 

The present bridge was builtin 1875 as a 
temporary structure. Its wooden floor, con- 
sisting of a single layer of planks om wooden 
stringers, is expensive to maintain, and the 
iron work has suffered considerably from the 
smoke of the locomotives to which it, owing 
to the approximation of the depot, 
exposed than the other viaducts in Mill Creek 
Valley. 

The great number of light iron columns 


which support the bridge are a source of 
great danger in the case of derailments. 

The main objectien tothe present bridge is 
ites narrowness, there being just enough om 
for two wagons to pass each other, which, 
view of the great traffic, and i eheuteety 
since the change of the street car lines into 
electric lines, is entirely inadequate. All 
modern viaducts in other large cities are 
built with roadways from thirty-two to forty 
feet in width. 

The steep gradeof the approaches is also 
objectionable. 

For the above reasons the plans now being 
prepared in this office for a new Twelfth 
street bridge present the following features: 

1. Afull width of sixty feet, with approaches 
at each end of¢ eighty feet width. 

2. A substantial pavement carried on steel 
stringers. 

8. Easy grades of approaches, and there- 
fore greater length of bridge. 

For the further reasons that undoubtedly 
the tracks of the Merchants’ Terminal will in 
the near future be extended beyond Twelfth 
street, itis proposed to start. with the south 
end of the new bridge at Papan street. 

The relative dimensions of the present and 
proposed bridges are as follows:

THE FXPLORER CHARGED WITH EVADING 
THE MAIN CONTROVERSY. \ +

Mr. Ward Says He isa Bold and Far-Seeing 
Man—Collected the Tittle-Tattle ef Tale 
Bearers—Barttelet Held Sacred Every 
Instruction of Stanley—Some of the Lat- 
ter’s Dead Left in the Road Buried by 
Ward. 


Lowpon, Nov. 19.—Herbert Ward writes to 
the 7imes as follows: 


‘*With every desire to be loyal to Mr.

When some Republican organs were 
whooping over the capture of the Demo- 
cratic organization by the Farmera’ Alli- 

c¢ in Géorgia and South Carolina, the 
PostT-Dispatcu took occasion to suggest 
that the Republican party would do well 
to let the farmers capture its organiza- 
tion in Kausas and Nebraska, if it wished 
to retain its hold on those States.

The action of 
the Clearing-house in preserving strict se- 
crecy im regard to which banks are receiving 
assistance, has cust a shade of suspicion over 
all except the very strongest, and has caused 
depositors to transfer accounts from the in- 
stitutions that are least able to stand the 
drain. This occasioned aslight run on the 
Howard Savings Bank otf Newark yesterday. 
It began in asmall wayon Monday. When 
the bank opened yesterday morning 4 line of 
G@epositors hed formed in front of the bank. 
They were all small customers, chiefly for- 
eleners, andthe aggregate paid out at the 
closing bour was less than $40,000. President 
Frelinghuysen, the eldest son of the late Sec- 
“retary of State, said yesterday that the bank 
could pay all ite depositors in full and then 
have $1,000,000 on band. 

Thies causes the smaller banks to refuse 
loans, and hoard their currency in order to 
be ready to meetarun at any time, the result 
being that from $7,000,000 to $10,000,000 are 
withdrawaea from circulation at the tine when 
the money is most needed. 

THE FINANCIAL STRINGENCY. 

Another potent factor in depressing prices 
ie to be found in the unwillingness of brokers 
to fill orders on wargins. They find them- 
selves unable to borrow money to carry 
stocks, and are therefore compelled to 
refuse to fill orders. Thus ene

New YorkK, Nov. 19.—Judge O’Brien this 
morning appointed Francis Higgins, a retired 
merchant, temporary receiver of the North 
River Bank im the suit of the Attorney-

corporation and to wind up its affairs. 
In doing sothe Judge disregarded the pro- 
ceedings of the Apgar estate, for a general 
receiver and to keep alive the charter of 
the bank. Mr. Higgins is required to fliea 
bond of $200 , 000. The amount of 
the bond placed at thie low 
figure (the assete being over one 
millionand a half) because the funds are to 
be deposited subject to the order of the court, 
with the Union Trust Ce. and the State Trust 
Ce. The Judge holdsthatthe proceeding of 
the stockholders and that of Attorney-General 
are substantially the same. 

Theodore F. Miller, who is associated with 
eox-Judge Fancher as counsel for stockhoid- 
ers, said this morning: ‘‘I deem Judge 
O’ Brien’s action a guarantee of fair treatment 
forthe entire body of parties interested, 
atockholders and depositurs alike. Mr. 
Higgins is understood to bea retired business 
man of large means and unquestioned compe- 
tency and integrity.’’

A THREATENED STORM. | 


SOME LITTLE FRICTION BETWEEN THE 
OUTGOING AND INCOMING COHONERS., 


An Amicable Conclusion Reached and Dr. 
Irwin Will Take Charge 1To-Morrow 
Morning—The Stand Taken by Coroner 
Frank—The Positions and the Men Ap.

Dr. John N. Frank is stiliim chargeof the 
Coroner’s office though Dr. Judson D. irwin 
has been trying since Sunday last to get him- 
self installed as the inquest 
holder of the city. At noon to-day 
Dr. Irwin. accompanied by Mr. Chas. E. 
Meade, his deputy,calied at the Coroners office 
and showed his commission signed by the 
Governor and Secretary of State. Dr. Frank 
asked him it his bond bad been approved by 
the counciland Dr. Irwin answered in the 
negative. ‘‘The Mayor has approved my 
bond,’’ sald Dr. Irwin, and City Counselor, 


Bell exys itis not necessary to wait for the 
Council’s action. [ have my certificate of 
election. I have taken the oath of office, filed 
my bond,and am new prepared to take charge 
of the office.’’ 

Dr. Frank replied that when he took charge 
of the office two years ago it4 
was only after he had complied 
with every requirement of the law. He added 
that under the law of the State his office 
superseded the Sheriff in certain cases, and 
that when he was called upon to act in such 
matters a serious responsibility was placed 
on his bondemen. He was not willing, he 
said, to retire until his successor had 
complied with every formality. in order 
to fully protect his sureties. Dr.Irwin, while 
In a hurry to take charge, was very cool and 
so was Dr. Frank. Neither seemed excited in 
the least. 

Coroner Frank sald, speaking to a Post- Dis- 
PATCH reporter, that he had no disposition 
whatever to hold on to the office to the end of 
the month or the end of the year. 
‘*Dr. Irwin has been elected my successor,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and as soon as all informalities 
have been complied with I will gracefully step 
down and out. Ido think though that his bond 
ought to be approved, but if lam mistaken 
and convinced of that fact,I will leave a ciear 
fieid for my successor.’’ 

DR. IRWIN’S HURR1. 

Tho first attempt made by Dr. Irwin to take 
charge of the office was on Sunday last. At 
noon that day be called on Dr. Frank and 
showed hie certificate of election, tegether 
with acommission signed by Mayor Noonan. 
‘*T have called on you, Doctor,’’ he said, ‘‘to 
notify you that I will be here to-morrow 
morning (Monday) to assume the duties of 
this office.’’ 

Coroner Frank asked to see his commis- 
sion and, after looking at it, said he would 
not turn over the office on the strength of 
such acommission.

THE APOSTLE OF ANARCAY IN 8T. LOUIS 
TO-DAY. 


Discusses Avarchistic Work and the 
Ciacingsati Prohibited Meeting—A Mayor 
Who Acts Like a Czar—The Revivifying 
Bleod of the Chicago Martyrs. 


He 


Johann Most, the apostie of Anarchy, ar- 
rived in St. Louis at 8o’clock this morning 
over theO. & M. Railroad from Cincinnati. 
He was met atthe Union Depot by a commit- 
tee of the ‘‘Communistic Educational! So- 
clety,”"’ and escorted to the Geltmacher 
House, where he will stop during his two 
dayss sojourn in St. Louls. The now accepted 
bead and frent of the Anarchistic movement 
in this country, who ts supposed by public 
opinion to be a walking arsenal of 
dynamite and ready to blow up a 
city at a moment’s notice, was seen 
by a Post- DISPATCH reporter shortly after bis 


arrival, and to him he talked of his work and 
the events of his trip. ‘ 

‘*i shall lecture to-night at the Union Park 
Hall,’* said Herr Most, ‘*on the 
‘llth of November, 1887,’ and to-morrow 
night on the ‘Prisciples of Anarchy,’ at 
Stolle’s Hall, corner of Thirteenth and Biddle 
streets. Beyond these speeches there will be 
no other meetings during my visit, end I will 
leave for Pittsburg on Friday morning. 

HERR MOST TALES. 

‘*‘I have met with no opposition in my 
trip,’’ continued Most, ‘‘except at Cin- 
cinnati, where a meeting which I was 
to address Monday night was prohibited 
by the Mayor. Things have come to 
a pretty pass in a Republic when the Mayor of 
acity can assume the powers of a Czar and 
decide who shal!, or who shall not, address 
the people in his municipality. The action 
of the Mayor of Cincinnati In prohibiting that 
meeting was pure autocracy. Besides, it was 
caused by «a report of my speech of 

nday night, in which words that 

never used were put into my mouth by the 
Cincinnat! Commercial-Gazette, whose reporter 
simply took an article written by Pentecost of 
the Twentieth Century and pasted it 
into my speech as theugh I had 
uttered such sentiments. It was Pentecost’s 
views attributed to me thatcaused the Mon- 
day night meeting to be 
hibited. Great indignation is 
among my followers in Cincinnati over 
such action, and a mass meeting is being got- 
ten up at which the Mayor’s autocratic edict 
will be severely condemned. The 
subject upon which I would have 
spoken on Monday night was most 
inoffensive, being merely an exposition of 
free-thinking doctrines. 

‘*My speech to-night will be a eulogy of 
the martyrs wbo died for the cause of anarchy 
in Chicago in 1887. Their death has been 
the giving of additional life to the cause for 
which they died, and their last utterances, 
together with the story of their bravery 
and devotion, now form the great 
bulk of the printed matter circu- 
lated by#the Anarchist; party in spreading 
their doctrine. 

‘*My speech to-morrow night will be on the 
philosephy and jprincipies of Anarchy, 
and is one of the strongest 
arguments that can be mude 
for the Anarchistic belief. Both speeches 
will be in German. ITanticipate no trouble in 
being allewed to deliver them. 

THE SPREAD OF ANARCHY. 

‘*I find the spread of the doctrines of An- 
archy bas been most marked through the 
Western country, and in fact everywhere 
through the East and West. Chicago and New 
York are the headquarters for the movement, 
and the documents and papers sént out from 
those peints have done wonders. 

‘‘Imet with mo trouble traveling through 
Illinols. Why should I? The stery that I would 
be arrested for complicity in the Haymarket 
riot should I be found on Illinots soil, is a lie. 
There is not an indictment out 

on that charge, and 

not be arrested without due 
process of law. The only place in this coun- 
try where I cannot speak is in Newark, N. J. 
Three years ago that city assed a 
law that any proprietor of a hall where 
I was allowed te speak weuld nave his 
license revoked. That's liberty for you isn’t 
it? But Anarchy is apreading ali the same, 
and the story of the Uhicago Anarchists will 
keep it alive if nothing elise would.’’
